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Gas-guzzler curb set 
Solons ready 
energy plans 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Carter 
administration 
reportedly 
will 
not 
oppose legislation to ban the sale of 
‘‘gas-guzzling” cars in 
1980, even 
though the provision was not part of the 
President’s energy package. 
The Senate Energy Committee ap­ 
proved the proposal Monday, voting to 
require at least 16-mile-per-gallon per­ 
formance from every 1980-model car 
sold in the United States and backing 
up the requirement with a $10,000 fine 
for each car that falls short. 
The Senate panel acted as the House 
began debate on a 580-page energy bill 
and the President called for higher 
gasoline taxes and continued price con­ 
trols on natural gas in a statement 
urging approval of his energy plan. 
House leadership is hoping the bill, 
based largely on Carter’s proposals, 
can be approved and sent to the Senate 
by Friday. 
The Senate energy panel acted on a 
proposal by Sen. Howard Metzenbaum, 
D-Ohio, 
to 
increase 
performance 
requirements for cars. Under the pro­ 
posal, the 16-mpg requirement will be 
increased by one mile a gallon each 
year for five years beginning in 1980.

approval for the proposal. But he said, 
“We have had a definite statement 
from the administration that they 
would not oppose this.” 
The spokesman said he was op­ 
timistic that the proposal would win 
approval from the whole Senate, noting 
that Carter last week expressed re­ 
newed concern that Americans are not 
cutting back on their energy con­ 
sumption. 
The spokesman for Metzenbaum said 
congressional experts estimated the 
proposal could mean a savings of 26,000 
barrels of oil a day. 
Carter’s energy proposals, unveiled 
in a speech last April 20, called for a 
special tax on so-called gas-guzzling 
cars, but no ban on their production. 
The Senate panel also voted to double 
the fine imposed on manufacturers of 
automobiles that fall short of efficiency 
standards going into effect this fall. 


Under a law passed in 1975, a com­ 
pany’s entire line of cars must average 
18 miles per gallon beginning with the 
1978-model year. 
If the average falls short, a company 
can be fined $100 a mile per car under 
the new proposal, instead of the 
existing $50 per mile per car. 
Figures show new domestic cars now 
average 17.8 miles per gallon. 
Carter’s statement contained his first 
endorsement of a proposed nickel-a- 
gallon hike in the federal gasoline tax 
and said removal of federal price 
controls on natural gas would “un­ 
dermine one of the basic tenets of my 
energy plan — fairness.” 
A nickel hike combined with other oil 
taxes in the program could add a dime 
to the current cost of each gallon. Each 
penny increase in the gasoline tax costs 
consumers an estimated $1 billion a 
year, experts say. 
The current federal gasoline tax is 
four cents a gallon.

“I’ve got a lot of things in the back of 
my mind, but I can’t say that I have 
any immediate plans for it,” Phillips 
said. 
The main building on the property 
contains 22,320 square feet of space. 
Another 2,164 square feet of space are 
contained in an office building on the 
site. A concrete building on the site has 
8,438 square feet of space and there are 
12 other miscellaneous buildings on the 
erty.

ago. 
U.S. District Court Judge Thomas D. 
Lambros suggested in his ruling that 
national landmarks need not represent 
proud moments of U.S. history, witness 
the stature of Pearl Harbor and the 
Alamo. He also said that those places 
become historic spots in and of them­ 
selves, irregardless of administrative 
decrees. 
May 4th Coalition lawyers admitted 
that their appeal in federal court to halt 
construction of the controversial gym 
annex was a “last ditch effort” when 
Lambros issued his first temporary 
restraining order halting constructon 
last Friday evening. 
The judge then told the coalition — 


after a day-long hearing Monday — to 
give him a report Wednesday at 1:30 
p.m. on its progress in finding federal 
support for having the site named a 
National 
Historic 
Landmark. 
The 
judge indicated he would not rule until 
Thursday on a request from university 
lawyers that he lift his temporary ban. 


Terry Gilbert, a lawyer for the 
coalition, said a meeting would be held 
today with the Justice Department’s 
community relations director and that 
members 
of 
Congress 
and 
other 
government officials would be con­ 
tacted in an effort to expedite a finding 
by the Department of Interior about 
Blanket Hill’s value as a historical site. 
Gilbert said the big issue now boiled 
down 
to money — “whether the 
Department of Interior will make funds 
available to cover costs to the con­ 
tractor of delaying the gym project.” 
Lambros questioned the university 
attorneys sharply. “I must have more 
than an emotional argument on behalf 


of a contractor that ‘I am losing 
money,’” the judge told university 
lawyer Stephen T. Parisi. 
When Parisi cited Ohio law to dispute 
coalition 
arguments 
that 
demon­ 
strators had won some property rights 
in their two-month occupation of Blan­ 
ket Hill before the university got a 
court order evicting them last month, 
Lambros told Parisi, “The question is 
not as simplistic as you attempt to show 
it in your presentation.” 
The judge said it appeared the Kent 
State board of trustees “failed to 
consider whether this site should be 
preserved. Now we have construction 
and nothing can be done about it.” 
Parisi argued that it was the events 
of what happened May 4 ,1970 that were 
important, but the site was “just dirt 
that can come and go.” 
Meanwhile, a group of ll Cleveland 
area families scheduled a 24-hour 
prayer vigil at the Blanket Hill site 
starting this morning to demonstrate 
support for the coalition.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Francis 
Gary Powers, the U2 pilot whose 
capture while on a spy flight over the 
Soviet Union pushed the Cold War into 
an even deeper chill, has been killed in 
the crash of his 
television news 
helicopter. 
Powers, 47, and cameraman George 
Spears, 43, died Monday when their 
Bell Jet Ranger plunged into a vacant 
baseball field in the San Fernando Val­ 
ley. Cause of the crash has not been 
determined. 
The 
stocky, 
softspoken 
Powers 
created an international furor in 1960 
when his high-altitude reconnaisance 
plane was brought down by a surface- 
to-air missile some 1,200 miles inside 
the Soviet Union. 
The incident, which exposed the CIA 
practice of spy flights over Russia, 
caused the collapse of a Big Four 
summit 
conference 
in 
Paris 
and 
cancellation of President Eisenhower’s 
planned trip to Moscow. 
Powers spent 21 months in prison 
before being exchanged in 1962 for Col. 
Rudolph Abel, the master Soviet spy 
arrested in New York. He said on his 
return to the United States that he 
experienced 
“a 
wave 
of 
con­ 
demnation” for neither destroying the 
U2 nor killing himself with a poison 
needle given him before the flight. 
Powers, a civilian under contract to 


the CIA, later said he had been unable 
to reach the buttons connected to the 
plane’s self-destruct system and that 
he had been told using the needle was 
his own choice. He was cleared by a 
CIA board of inquiry, which found he 
had lived up to “his’ obligations as an 
American under the circumstances in 
which he found himself.” 
After the inquiry Powers worked as a 
U2 test pilot for Lockheed Aircraft 
Corp., the plane’s maker. He was laid 
off in 1970 and said he believed that 
publication of “Operation Overflight," 
his account of the U2 incident, was the 
reason. 
In 1971, Powers was hired as an 
aerial traffic reporter by Los Angeles 
radio station KGIL — a job he kept for 
five years before joining KNBC last 
November as pilot-reporter aboard the 
station’s helicopter. 
Powers and Spears were returning 
from filming a brush fire about IOO 
miles north of Los Angeles when the 
crash occurred. 
Powers, who was divorced 
and 
rem arried in 1963, is survived by his 
widow, Claudia; a son, Francis Gary 
Jr., ll, and Mrs. Powers’ 20-year-old 
daughter by a previous marriage, Dee. 
Spears is survived by his widow, 
Annette, and their children, Terrence, 
18, Sharon, 16, and Katherine, 14.

Strike to hike import steel use 
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Noon Stock Quotations

Minn.

The 
American steel market may be flooded 
with foreign steel because ore stock­ 
piles will be exhausted if the strike by 
Midwestern iron ore workers lasts 
beyond four months, industry analysts 
say. 
“ Anybody who’s got steel to be 
delivered in the short run is going to get 
it and get it on time, (but) if this thing 
goes on for awhile, the long-term effect 
will be devastating,” said one analyst 
in Pittsburgh. 
“ If our mills are forced to shut down 
for lack of ore, imports will flood us 
because the whole world steel industry 
is flat on its face, and they’re just 
looking for a m arket.” 
In the first strike in the basic steel 
industry 
since 
1959, 
some 
14,500 
m embers of United Steelworkers locals 
at 15 mines and ore processing plants in 
Minnesota and Upper Michigan struck 
at midnight Sunday. 
Also struck were warehouses in 
Carnegie, Pa., and Cleveland; a U.S. 
Steel cable plant and two steel plants in 
Worcester, M ass.; two locals in the 


Idaho panhandle, and a sm all steel mill 
in Buffalo, N.Y. 
Mills on the E ast, West and Gulf 
coasts are accessible to imported ore, 
which could ease the effects of a long 
strike in those areas. 
But in Minnesota the walkout had an 
immediate economic impact. 
The Duluth Mesabi and Iron Range 
Railway Co., which transports ore for 
three m ajor mining companies, laid off 
500 rail workers and warned of other 
furloughs if the strike drags on. 
The Burlington Northern Railroad 
said it would also reduce crews on its 
ore trains if the strike continues. 
“ The economy cannot come out 
unscathed,” said an officer of the 
Minnesota Employment Services office 
in Duluth. Miners represent about 15 
per cent of the work force on the 
Mesabi Range, he said, adding that 
there would be few temporary jobs 
available to the strikers. 
Although 
the 
strike 
shut 
down 
production along the vast iron range, 
which accounts for 62 per cent of the 


nation’s iron ore supply, 
industry 
spokesmen said stockpiles on hand 
would take care of immediate needs. 
The American Iron Ore Association 
said U.S. mills had 42.7 million long 
tons of iron ore on hand in May, about 5 
per cent more than a year ago. A long 
ton is equal to 2,240 pounds. 
According to the Wall Street Journal, 
about 9.5 million tons of ore were 
consumed per month last year. At that 
rate, current inventories would be used 
up in about four months. 
The striking workers vowed to stay 
out until some 
1,250 local issues, 
ranging from incentive pay to safety 
standards, are resolved. 
Both union and management signed 
the 
landmark 
Experimental 
Negotiating Agreement (ENA) in 1973, 
which bans nationwide strikes in favor 
of binding arbitration of unresolved 
issues. 


However, local strikes are allowed 
under the agreement and the union 
claim s the disputed issues at the iron 
ore mines are local in nature.

For the past 12 days, riot-helmeted 
police have had to break up con­ 
frontations at Carson Beach, a three- 
quarter mile stretch of sand that 
separates all-white South Boston and 
the largely 
black 
Columbia 
Point 
housing project. 
Officials say the issue is simple: 
blacks want to use the beach, and 
whites want them to stay away. 
“ This is clearly a matter of racism ,” 
said Michael Goldman, a spokesman 
for the Metropolitan District Com­ 
mission, which runs the beach. 
Ten persons were arrested Monday 
during a hot afternoon of shoving, 
name calling and rock throwing. 
The trouble began, as it has before, 
when a group of about 50 black men, 
women and children walked down the 
beach from the housing project and laid 
their blankets and picnic baskets on the 
sand. 
About 200 whites, most of them 
teenagers, clustered near them while 
police watched from a parking lot.

Hospital gas mixup 
behind fatalities? 


NORRISTOWN, Pa. (AP) - Pipes 
from tanks of oxygen and “ laughing 
g a s” were mixed up for six months in a 
nearby 
hospital’s 
new 
emergency 
room, 
and state officials are in­ 
vestigating the possibility that the 
error killed patients. 
“ Several deaths may have resulted 
from this defect in construction,” said 
Richard Anderson, administrator of 
the 141-bed Suburban General Hospital 
in East Norriton Township. 
Hospital death and medical records 
are being checked to determine which 
patients required oxygen and how 
many patients, if any, died because 
they instead received nitrous oxide, or 
“ laughing g a s,” said Alan Sommers, 
the hospital’s public relations man. 


Oxygen usually is administered to 
persons experiencing respiratory or 
cardiac 
difficulty. 
Nitrous 
oxide 
usually is used as an anesthetic or 
relaxant. 
About 9,000 persons were treated in 
the emergency room while the lines 
were mixed. Some 300 needed oxygen 
and therefore may have been exposed 
to the wrong gas, hospital officials said. 
Anderson said 
records 
show 
32 
deaths in the emergency room in that 
period, including some persons who 
were dead on arrival. 
“ At this point, they can’t really put 
their finger on any one death and at­ 
tribute it to this problem,” Sommers 
said. 


The emergency room opened last 
December. The mixup was discovered 
July 6 by an anesthesiologist ad­ 
ministering what he thought to be 
oxygen to a patient, hospital officials 
said. The gas system was immediately 
disconnected, and state officials were 
notified. 
The problem apparently lay in a 
built-in gas system and resulted in 
oxygen being fed into outlets labeled 
nitrous oxide, and nitrous oxide being 
fed into outlets labeled oxygen. 


Architectural 
plans 
for

emergency room were checked by 
state officials, and 
the completed 
facility 
was 
also 
examined, 
said 
Richard Zarin, director of 
assurance 
for 
the 
state 
Department. 


“ But if something was wrong with 
the pipes 
(containing oxygen 
and 
nitrous oxide) that were covered with 
plaster, we wouldn’t pick it up,” said 
Zarin. 


The problem was confined to the 
emergency room and certain out­ 
patient areas and did not affect the 
main 
building 
of 
the 
osteopathic 
hospital, Anderson said. 


The hospital has been using portable 
gas cylinders since the mixup was 
discovered. The hospital said the gas 
lines will not be reconnected until 
corrections have been certified by the 
state.

hatch closures 
for

sinking of the ore-carrier Edmund 
Fitzgerald, which disappeared in a 
Lake Superior storm Nov. IO, 1975. 
A total of 29 crewmen were lost when 
the lake freighter sank. 
The Coast Guard released findings of 
the board of inquiry this morning, 
saying it appeared that 
“ m assive 
flooding” of the cargo hold probably re­ 
sulted 
from 
“ ineffective 
hatch 
closures.” 
The report says the freighter dived 
into a “ wall of water” and never 
recovered, going straight to the bot­ 
tom. 
The Coast Guard board based its 
conclusions on hearings, studies and 
underwater photographic surveys of 
the ship which now lies under 530 feet of 
water near the southeastern end of 
Lake Superior. 
Discussing 
the 
tragedy 
at 
this 
morning’s 
news 
conference. 
Coast 


Guard Capt. J.A . Wilson said the 
sinking apparently happened so rapidly 
that no one aboard the ore carrier was 
aware of what was happening until the 
boat was going down. 
The report added that there was no 
evidence of misconduct, negligence or 
that any government agency con­ 
tributed to the sinking. 


The board noted that prior to going 
down the Fitzgerald had reported a list 
and some dam age, including loss of two 
vents and some deck railing. The re­ 
port says the Fitzgerald reported that 
steps were being taken to deal with the 
list, which was blamed on flooding of 
ballast tanks. The report says that the 
flooding 
itself 
would 
not 
indicate 
dam age serious enough to cause loss of 
the vessel. 
The Fitzgerald reported difficulties 
with its radar and requested a nearby 
vessel, 
the 
Anderson, 
to 
provide 
navigational information. “ Fitzgerald 
reported slowing down to allow (the) 


Anderson to catch up,” the report said. 
“This action might have been taken 
because the m aster of the Fitzgerald 
knew or sensed that his problems were 
of a more serious nature than reported 
(to the) Anderson.” 
The report added that although the 
board of inquiry was not able to 
determine positively the cause of the 
sinking, the most probable cause was 
m assive flooding of the cargo hold. 


“ The flooding of the cargo hold took 
place 
through 
ineffective 
hatch 
closures...” the report said. 
“ The 
flooding which began early on the 10th 
of November progressed under wor­ 
sening weather and sea conditions and 
increased in volume...finally resulting 
in such a loss in buoyancy and stability 
that the vessel plunged in the heavy 
se a s.” 
As a result of its findings, the Coast 
Guard 
made 
recommendations 
for 
improving weather-tightness of hatch 
closures on other vessels.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A bill that 
will allow for the care of retarded 
Ohioans in a residential setting, as an 
alternative 
to 
traditional 
in­ 
stitutionalized care has been signed 
into law by Gov. James A. Rhodes. 
Family homes for one to eight 
residents and group homes for up to 16 
will be available to retarded citizens of 
any age, if licensed by the Department 
of Mental Health and Mental Retar­ 
dation. The law takes effect Oct. 31. 
Rhodes also signed on Monday, ef­ 
fective immediately, a bill permitting 
financially-pressed school districts to 
place on the ballot as many as three 
emergency tax levy requests in a 
calendar year 
The bill, sponsored by Rep. Donna 
Pope, R-12 Parm a, specifies that school 
districts that went to the ballot three 
times for emergency money could not 
ask voters to approve school levies for 
any other purpose, such as 
con­ 
struction, during the same period. 
Emergency levies are only requested 
for operating funds, when money is 
needed to keep a school from tem­ 
porarily closing. 
Under the old law, districts were 
limited to one emergency levy ballot 
request during a calendar year. 
While the school levy bill slipped 
quietly through the legislature, the 
retarded-care measure sparked con­ 
siderable controversy.

progressive of any of the states,” said 
author of the law, Sen. J. Timothy 
McCormack, D-31 Euclid. “I commend 
the governor for his role in the final 
approval 
of 
this 
most 
important 
proposal.” 
Opponents of the measure objected to 
provisions 
permitting 
the 
smaller 
“family” homes to be located in any 
area, 
notwithstanding local 
zoning 
ordinances. The homes would have to 
meet zoning requirements for some 
standards, however, such as space, lot 
size, and appearance. 
The 
“group 
homes,” 
with 
a 
maximum 
16 residents, would 
be 
limited to areas zoned for multi-family 
dwellings. 
The law will permit individuals to be 


licensed by the state division of mental 
retardation to operate the homes, 
envisioned as somewhat similar to a 
small nursing home facility. 
Ninety-five profit-making homes for 
the mentally retarded are already 
operated in the state, according to 
supporters of the law.

(AP) — Capt. M ary Ann Hodgson 
thinks jogging four or five miles around 
the base is one of the m ost pleasant 
ways to spend a lunch hour. 
“When I run about 30 or 40 m inutes I 
get loosened up and relaxed. It’s a 
natural way to cool off and think about 
the 
day,” 
says 
the 
Brooks 
AFB 
pharm acist. 
“When 
you 
run 
that 
distance, you get a release of adrenalin 
in your system — it’s alm ost a natural 
high.” 
But during last y ear’s New York 
M arathon, in which she participated, 
Captain Hodgson’s only thought was to 
finish the 26.2 mile race. She was not 
out to break any records. Her goal in 
her first m arathon was m erely to 
complete the course. 
Prior to this race the most she had 
run at one time was 16 miles. At the 23- 
mile point she “hit the w all” — she 
believed her legs couldn’t carry her 
any farther. 
“ I felt that if I stopped, I’d never 
finish,” she said. “At that point I 
couldn’t even walk — I was in a shuffle. 
Then I saw the final mile sign and 
thought ‘Well, th ere’s only one more. 
I’ll shuffle a little bit m ore.’ When I 
knew there was only two-tenths of a 
mile left, I got that last sp u rt.” 
She finished in four hours and 30 
minutes — an excellent time for a 
beginning 
m arathon 
runner. 
The 
winner of the race ran it in ap­ 
proxim ately 
two 
hours 
and 
nine 
minutes, while the winning fem ale 
entry crossed the line 30 minutes later. 
Captain Hodgson, 31, began jogging 
in 1968, while still a student at South 
Dakota State University, but winer 
running was out of the question because 
of cold w eather. After she graduated in 
1969 
she 
was 
too 
involved 
with 
becoming a registered pharm acist to 
run regularly. 
“ I wanted a chance to work on my 
m aster’s degree and to travel, so I 
decided to join the Air Force,” she said. 
In the spring of 1976 she began running 
regularly, building toward the October 
m arathon. 
Now she is running at least four or 
five miles a t lunch and 7 to 14 m iles a 
day on weekends, working toward 
cooling her “m arathon fever” by en­ 
tering 
the 
biggest, 
the 
Boston 
M arathon, this spring. 
“ I really like running on base,” 
Captain Hodgson said “ It’s a secure 
feeling. Everybody is very nice — it’s a 
friendly atm osphere.” 
But that is not always the case for 
joggers, she adds, noting that drivers 
occasionally try to run them down or 
force them off the roadside.

everyday white sauce to which is added 
a m ain ingredient and egg yolks; after 
this the egg whites are beaten and a big 
spoonful of them stirred into the sauce 
m ixture. Finally the rem aining beaten 
egg whites are folded in. It’s as simple 
as that. Then if you have a well- 
regulated oven you’re in business. 
For a souffle pie, the souffle m ixture 
is turned into a partially baked pie 
shell. One caution here: the pie shell 
will need a really high fluted rim of the 
pie plate because if the shell sinks back 
during the pre-baking it will not be high 
enough to hold the souffle filling. If you 
use a pie-crust mix for the shell, you’ll 
need 
more of it 
than 
is usually 
suggested for a one-crust pie in order to 
make the high fluted rim. 
When we tried the following recipe

over low heat melt the butter; stir in 
the flour; rem ove from h e a t; gradually 
stir in the milk, keeping smooth.

bubbly. Remove from heat and stir in 
the cheese. Whisk in the egg yolks, one 
at a time. Beat the egg whites until they 
hold stiff straight peaks; stir a large 
spoonful into the sauce m ixture; fold in 
the rem aining whites.

the 
deviled ham over the bottom of the pre­ 
baked pastry shell; pour in the cheese 
m ixture. Bake on the rack below center 
in a preheated 425-degree oven until

LOS ANGELES (AP) - Ifs one of 
life’s little ironies that Linda La vin 
grew up intending to be a singer, now 
plays a widow lady who dreams of 
being a singer, but doesn’t get to sing 
on-camera in her series.

“They thought it (the singing dream) 
was too frustrating to work on, also that 
people don’t want to sit and listen to 
somebody sing in a sitcom for five 
minutes. 
“I think the idea is, when her son gets 
through high school, then she could 
i 
mrsue her dream — if we’re on the air 
ong enough.” 
Miss Lavin, whose series has been 
renewed by CBS for a second season, 
wasn’t griping and indeed insisted she 
couldn’t be happier with the show than 
she is now. 
The diminutive, brown-haired ac­ 
tress, who sounds faintly Brooklyn but 
was raised in Portland, Maine, was 
asked if she’s been doing any singing to 
keep her hand in. 
Yep, beamed the lady who made her 
Broadway debut in 1965 in “It’s a 
Bird...Ifs a Plane...Ifs Superman.” 
She said she’s had several shots on 
Merv Griffin’s talk-variety show — 
“He’s been wonderful to m e” — as well 
as musical appearances on the Mike 
Douglas and Dinah Shore programs. 
And, she said, she did her first prime­ 
time network program as an on- 
camera singer last spring on CBS’

Miss Lavin, who plays piano, said 
she’s thinking of working up a club act 
now, but is in no rush to do a record 
album simply to capitalize — as have 
some TV stars — on the fact she’s in a 
series.

tailments of major raw materials for 
fertilizers last winter only slightly hurt 
the over-all supply for this growing 
season and, once again, U.S. farmers 
are increasing their use of the chemical 
nutrients, the Agriculture Department 
says. 
The latest report on consumption of 
commercial fertilizers shows 5 per cent 
more being used in May than a year 
earlier, with the July 1976-May 1977 
total 7 per cent ahead of the same 
period a year ago. 
In an unpublished paper, four USDA 
economic analysts recently said that 
the total chemical fertilizer supply for 
this year is 5 per cent greater than last 
year’s. 


Natural gas is a principal source not 
only for fuel in the fertilizer plants but 
also for the ingredients of anhydrous 
ammonia. 
Even though supplies are tight, it is 
still cheaper than most alternatives for 
making those fertilizers, the paper 
said. 
But the analysts said that the cut­ 
backs early this year pulled only 
750,000 tons of ammonia out of the 
estimated total supply this year of ll 
million tons.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Women who 
work for President Carter but don’t like 
his opposition to federally financed 
abortions are preparing a memoran­ 
dum that will underline their dis­ 
comfort with his position.

their “reaction is deeply felt on a 
deeply felt issue — federal funding for 
abortions.” 
Carter 
opposes

Medicaid funds to pay for elective 
abortions. 
The preparation of the memo follows 
a White House meeting on the abortion 
issue two weeks ago, which was at- 
fended by about 40 people, including 
some of Carter’s top female appointees 
and their aides. 
A source familiar with a draft of the 
memorandum said it reads in part: 
“We believe we are here to assist you. 
We are here to do a job. We joined the 
administration proudly. ... In an ad­ 
ministration where we feel comfortable 
in speaking out, we want you to know 
that your leadership could make a 
difference in (this m atter.)” 
People familiar with the situation say 
they expect at least two Cabinet 
members to sign the memo. They 
would not specify which ones, but there 
have been reports that Secretary of 
Housing 
and 
Urban 
Development 
Patricia Roberts Harris told Carter at 
a Cabinet meeting she does not agree 
with his abortion position. 
Commerce Secretary Juanita Kreps 
also 
is 
reported 
to 
oppose 
the 
President’s position. 
Sources say one reason why Carter 
has not yet received the memo is that 
the 
women, 
whose 
professional 
backgrounds vary, have been unable to 
agree on exactly what it should say.

“You have 40 strong-minded, very 
busy women, and ifs hard to get them 
together, much less agree,” said one 
who is working on the memo. 
Many of the women took issue with a 
statement Carter made at a press 
conference a few weeks ago: 
“There are many things in life that 
are not fair, that wealthy people can 
afford and poor people can’t. But I 
don’t believe that the federal govern­ 
ment should take action to try to make 
these 
opportunities 
exactly 
equal, 
particularly when there is a moral 
factor involved.” 
And Carter said that if the federal 
government is 
willing 
to 
finance 
abortions for poor women it amounts to 
“an encouragement to abortion and its 
acceptance as a routine contraceptive 
m eans.” 
Many of the women said they felt 
Carter was imposing his own moral and 
religious beliefs on public policy. 
HEW officials say their department 
paid for 300,000 abortions last year at a 
cost of $50 million, primarily through 
the Medicaid program. That was more 
than one-fourth of the 1.1 million legal 
abortions performed in the United 
States last year.

trouble. Remove the offending 
screws, fill the holes with wood 
putty or plastic wood and, when 
it is hard, reset the screws. In 
some cases, you might have to 
use longer screws or reposition 
the hinges slightly. If, during 
the original inspection, you find 
that all the screws are tightly 
in place, you will have to in­ 
stall a metal turnbuckle. Fasten 
one end at 
the sagging cor­ 
ner, the other diagonally oppo­ 
site. Tighten the turnbuckle un­ 
til the sagging corner is lifted. 
Sometimes this can be done 
easily as described; sometimes 
it will be necessary to {dace 
wooden wedges under the door 
to hold it in place while the 
turnbuckle is being installed 
and tightened. Occasionally, 
you will see a repair of this 
sort made with an ordinary 
wooden brace. While this is ef­ 
fective, it cannot be adjusted at 
a future time without removing 
the brace and placing it in a 
new position. When you use a 
turnbuckle, any later adjust­ 
ment can be made simply by 
tightening it a little more.

Benito Garozzo, chose the 
diabolical opening lead of the 
nine of trumps. Declarer, in an 
effort to guard against the 
p ossibility that East might have 
theK-J-6 of trumps, covered the 
nine with the ten and won East’s 
king with the ace. 
Declarer p layed a diamond to 
the queen, returned a trump 
and, when East produced the 
six, found himself facing a 
harrowing guess. He had to 
decide whether

was from the J-9, which would 
be an unusual lead against a 
slam, or whether Garozzo’s lead 
of

singleton, which would also be 
an unusual lead against a slam.

down one. It turned out that the 
slain was easy to mak e without 
a trump lead, but with it South 
had a chance to go wrong, and, 
in the actual case, he did go 
wrong.

Occup a tions Pla y Role in Dise a se 


I find in the practice of 
medicine that both my patients 
and I fall into a serious error. It 
is too rare that we talk about 
their occupations and inquire 
into the possibility that their 
work may be a factor in the 
production of the symptoms 
they complain about. 
A wise physician, Dr. Leon J. 
Warshaw, 
recently 
quoted 
Sherlock Holmes who said, “ On 
meeting a fellow mortal, learn 
at a glance to distinguish the 
history of the man and the trade 
or p rofession to which he 
belongs. 
By a man’s finger­ 
nails, by his coat sleeves, by his 
boots, by his trouser-knees, by 
the callouses of his forefinger 
and thumb, by his expression, 
by each of these things a man’s 
calling is plainly revealed.” 


Physicians can get many 
subtle, but important clues that 
may help solve some of their 
more complicated cases by 
learning more about a man’s 
occupation. 
It’s important for the doctor 
to obtain from the patient 
details about the kind of work he 
does, and the environment in 
which it is done. 
A great many people work 
around chemicals, fumes, and 
other noxious agents which, 


after a long period of time, may 
cause signs and 
symptoms 
that can be confusing. 
Occasionally, it may be 
necessary to advise against 
returning to a particular job 
because the total working en­ 
vironment may be hazardous to 
some people. 
Fortunately, most large in­ 
dustries today have medical 
directors who carefully screen 
workers from obvious hazards. 
They set up protective devices 
which reduce injury and illness. 
Dr. Warshaw, who is a 
member of the American Oc­ 
cup ational Medicine Asso­ 
ciation, said, “ Learning about 
your patient’s work, the en­ 
vironment in which he does it, 
and his attitude towards it will 
help doctors treat the patient as 
a total human being.”
